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REPORT. 


To the General Assembly : 

The charter of the University makes it the duty of the 
trustees to present, at each session of the Géneral Assembly, 
“A full report of their own transactions, and thé condition of 
the University, embracing an itemized account of all receipts, 
disbursements, and expenditures, on account of the Univer- 
sity, by those charged with the administration of its finances.” 
In compliance with this duty, the trustees have the honor to 
submit the information required, in the order named in the © 
“act” itself. 


TRANSACTIONS OF THE TRUSTEES. 


At the date of their former report, the trustees had just 
commenced their important work, and, therefore, had few of 
their own “transactions” to report. As, by the terms of the 
_ new charter, all laws and regulations regarding the govern- 
ment of the university expired with the term of office of the 
. regents, it was the first duty of the trustees to examine care- 
- fully the- policy and regulations previously in force, and to 
adopt such measures as they believed conducive to the best 
interests of the institution: They found the accounts in a 
state of confusion, growing out of the imperfect manner in 
which they had been kept, and immediate efforts were-made 
so to reform the method of keeping the university books as 
to provide a system of checks and balances, and secure pre- 
cision and accuracy in all the accounts. This important end 
has been attained, and it is now practicable to obtain an ac- 
curate knowledge of the university finances at any moment 
desired. 

The next important step was to institute a searching inves- 
tigation of all sources of expenditure, economizing wherever 
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practicable, so as to permit, by judicious-retrenchment, a large 
reduction in the charges for tuition, board, ete., thus opening ` 
the doors of the university to many students who, for the 
lack of sufficient means, had theretofore been debarred from 
its privileges. By a single change, the board saved enough 
to cover á large proportion of the diminished receipts, conse- 
quent upon the reductions above mentioned. For ex- 
- ample, the entire income from tuition fees had “been 
given as a bonus to the members of the faculty, in addition 
to their regular salaries. These fees, aggregating thousands 
of dollars, the new board transferred to the universlty fund, 
to which they properly belonged, and aided materially in de- 
fraying current expenses. By this and similar measures, they 
felt it safe to reduce the price of board to cadets from $150 to 
$100 per annum; tuition, from $50 to $40 a year, and other 
charges in proportion, making a reduction of about 30 per 
centum on the previous cost of education at the university. 
The increased attendance at subsequent sessions was a gratfy- 
ing though expected result of this policy. 

As State obligations increased in value, finally approaching 
to par in currency, the salaries of officers who had been paid 
in these obligations were revised, and nominally reduced, 
while the greater purchasing power of the amounts paid for 
salaries made the reduction only nominal, not real. The large 
saving to the funds thus accomplished was a great gain to the 
university, while working no injustice.to its officers. 

Another important departure from former customs was the 
establishment of the contract system for supplies, giving the 
university the benefit of active competition, and all the ad- 
vantages of a purchaser at wholesale. This innovation, which 
was looked upon as extremely hazardous by some, has re- 
sulted so advantageously to the university that it is not likely 
to be abandoned. By reason of the various retrenchments - 
mentioned, and the low prices of the leading articles of con- 
sumption, the trustees believe ‘it will be safe and practicable - 
to reduce college charges still further, and thus aid still more . 
the cause of sound education in Alabama. . 

Another laborious, but important, work has been a thorough 
revision of the rules and regulations of the university, result- 
ing in marked improvement in the discipline, and the abate-

ment, in a large measure, of irregularities and abuses which 
have been considered almost inseparable from college life. 
Large additions have been made to the university library, 


and to the apparatus of the chemical, physical and astronom- . . 


ical departments. 

By assiduous personal efforts, and securing competition, 
insurance has been placed in sound companies at a saving of 
fifty per centum on former rates of premium. 

A full professorship of Greek has been added to the faculty, 
and assistants have been provided for other departments as 
the demands of the university and the condition of its treas- 
ary permitted. 


CONDITION OF THE UNIVERSITY. 


1. Finances.—The trustees are happy to be able to report 
the finances of the university in a. sound and satisfactory con- 
dition. Thanks to the late wise and patriotic liberality of the 
General Assembly, its managers are relieved from the burden 
of a heavy indebtedness to the State, and can now labor with. 
hope and courage, and indulge in pleasing anticipations of the 
_ future growth and usefulness of this our venerable institution 
of learning. 

By reference to the detailed reports furnished by the re- 
ceiving and disbursing officers of the university (see exhibits 
appended hereto), it will be seen that the total receipts and — 
expenditures for the two fiscal years embraced in the report 
were as follows:

2. Hygiene.—From the reports of the surgeon, it appears 
that, with the exception of an epidemic of measles last ses- 
sion, the health of the cadets has been generally good. Nearly 
all the cases reported as confined to their rooms were only 
cases of slight indisposition, requiring absence from duty but 
for a day or two. The entire number requiring treatment in 
the cadet hospital, for the year ending June 30, 1877, was 
only eight—one case of fever, and the other cases of pneu- 
monia. All recovered. 

During the last scholastic year the health of the cadets was 
good, with the exception of the epidemic referred to above. 
The number in hospital amounted in all to forty-seven, all of 
whom had measles of an aggravated character. There was 
but one death from disease in the corps during the year, and 


he was a resident of Tuskaloosa, and died from an obstruc- — 


tion, in the bowels, of an obstinate character. There are im- 
portant improvements needed at the universty, which are 
more particularly mentioned in another part of this report, 
which, if completed, would tend greatly to promote the health 
and comfort of the cadets, and render the university one of 
the most healthy localities in this or any other country. 


3, Attendance und scholarship.—Reference.to the catalogues 
of preceding years will show that the attendance at the uni- 
versity has been steadily increasing, and we are glad to know 
Ahat there is a growing tendency to superior attainments in 
knowledge, leading, if gradually, yet surely, to the elevation 
of the standard of scholarship at the institution. `

4. Library and apparatus.—Believing that a good library 
and apparatus, keeping pace as far as possible with the rapid 
strides making in all departments of science and the wonder- 
ful progress of inventions, the trustees have, from time to 
time, made such appropriations as the limited funds at their 
disposal would allow, to add to the attractions of the library 
and the several departments of chemistry, philosophy and 
astronomy. Since their accession to office, there have been .

Among the works added, is a new and complete edition of 
the Encyclopedia Brittanica, and a good selection from the 
best periodical literature of the day. Of the 912 volumes 
presented to the library within the last two years, 585 vol- 
umes were the generous gift of two graduates of the univer- 
sity—Thomas M. Henley, Esq., of Randolph, Ala., graduate 
of 1859, and Capt. John C. Henley, of Birminghan, ‘class 
of 1860. 

The improvements in the chemical laboratory have been 
numerous and valuable. Raised seats have been provided in 
the lecture room, the lecture table has been fitted with fau- 
cets, wash-bowl and drain, -with a downward draught-tube, 
by which noxious gases may be removed, and, also, with 
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pipes for gas. A gas chamber, with glass sides, has been put 
up, in which to conduct experiments when noxious vapors are 
given off. 

The basement of the entire west wing of the building has 
been fitted up as a working laboratory for students. It is 
provided with steam apparatus, still and sand-bath, with flues 
for carrying off troublesome vapors, with a Bensen pump with. 
rapid filtration, a blast-lamp table with bellows, and most of 
the apparatus of a good analytical laboratory. ‘The stock of 
apparatus for general purposes has been greatly enlarged by 
the judicious expenditure of the annual appropriations. 

Among the additions to the physical apparatus, made since 
July, 1876, the following are deemed the most valuable: A 
scientific lantern, with various appliances; two magic lanterns 
(for dissolving views); a copper cylinder, for generating hydro- 
gen, and one of iron, for generating oxygen (both for use with 
calcium light); a spectroscope and kaleidoscope, for projec- 
tion, which are finely exhibited on a screen, and can be seen 
distinctly at any distance in the room; sixty-eight slides for 
lanterns, and twenty astronomical slides; a spectroscope and 
five and a half dozen views for same; an illuminated foun-. 
tain for total reflection; a plate electrical machine, with extra 
rubber plate; a large illuminated globe (electrical spiral 
chain); two batteries of Leyden jars, four each; Grenet’s 
battery, three cells ; solenoid ; amperis frames; two gyroscopes 
for composition of rotation ; a large impact apparatus; plateau 
apparatus; swiftest descent apparatus; centre of gravity ap- 
paratus; equal pressure apparatus; Crook’s radiometer ; 
Chladmi’s plates (to show nodal lines); kaleidophone, and 
many other articles of minor value. 

5. Prospects.—The current term commenced at the regular 
time, and the attendance, under the peculiar circumstances, 
was much larger than was anticipated. The prevalence of 
yellow fever in several portions of the State, and the rigid re- 
strictions of numerous local quarantines, made it impractica- 
ble for many students, who desired to do so, to be present at 
the beginning. Notwithstanding these serious drawbacks and 
delays, the work of the term is well in hand, the cadets are 
attending dilligently to their studies, the best of order pre” 
vails, and the prospects of the university were never brighter 
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and more encouraging than now. With the opening of the 
next term we may reasonably expect large and valuable ac- 
cessions to the corps of cadets, and we look forward with hope 
and confidence to the record which will be made'up at the 
next commencement.

CONCLUSION. 

Tn concluding this official communication, the trustees feel 
that they would be derelict in duty did they fail to call the 
attention of the legislature to some of tlie pressing needs of. 
the university, which, though fully aware of their importance, 
the trustees are without the requisite ability to furnish. 

First among these, is a suitable supply of water, conven- 
- iently placed, to serve the purposes of ablution and cleansing 
and to afford a present resource in case of fire. It isnotnec- 
essary to enlarge upon the importance of cleanliness to the 
health and comfort of the cadets, and the difficulty of securing 
this when water is only to be had by going a considerable 
distance for it, in all weathers, involving time, discomfort and 
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labor. From estimates submitted by the president, it is be- 
lieved that by a moderate expenditure, trifling in comparison 
with the benefits to be derived from it, water in abundance 
can be brought to the top of the barracks and distributed 
thence on every floor of the university buildings and made 
readily accessible to all the cadets. 

Next to an ample supply of water, an improved method of 
heating the buildings is desirable and important. The present 
practice of having close coal stoves in every room is fraught 
with evil. It is almost impossible to preserve an even tempe- 
rature in rooms so heated, and the frequent fluctuations in 
temperature, particularly in such a variable and trying season ' 
as this has been, are necessarily very prejudicial to health. 
It is believed that nearly all the indisposition occurring among 
the cadets during the current session is attributable to this 
cause. A heating apparatus can be placed in the basement, 
and. pipes readily arranged on every floor to convey heated 
air or steam into every room, and thus permit the stoves to 
be banished and a uniform and comfortable temperature to 
be maintained, beyond the powers of the indolent, careless or 
capricious cadet to alter or disturb. It needs no argument to 
an enlightened body, like the General Assembly, to show how 
beneficial such a change would be, as regards physical com- 
fort and healthfulness both to officers and students 

A third want, and one scarcely less important than the 
others named, is a suitable chapel for morning prayers, for the 
assembling of students at public examinations, and for the 
interesting and varied exercises of Commencement. . The mess 
hall—iong and narrow, and badly proportioned for public ex- 
ercises, besides being necessarily flavored at times with odors, 
not the most savory, from the adjoining kitchen—has now to 
serve for all public occasions. This causes much inconven- 
ience, from the changes required in the internal arrangement, 
and, as hinted above, the room, when these are accomplished, 
is poorly adapted to the purpose of public assemblies. A 
building might be erected at moderate cost, and be so located 
as to form a part of whatever improvements, in the shape of 
permanent buildings, may hereafter be made. With the 
growth and prosperity of the State and the increase of her | 
financial strength consequent thereon, we cannot doubt that 
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this institution of learning, whose foundations were laid in the 
early and prosperous times of the State, which is entrenched 
in the affections and confidence of her people, and which has 
been the medium of educating a large proportion of her pub- 
lic men, will share largely in that prosperity, and ever receive 
the fostering care of the General-Assembly. _ 
All of which is respectfully submitted.
